CAMP MEETING BURNED OUT. 


Emig’s Grove Tabernacle and Thirty- 
five Cettages Destroyed. 


Yore, Penn., Aug. 17.—Emig’s Grove 
camp meeting ground, five miles north of 
this city, was devastated by fire at 8 o'clock 
this morning. Thirty-five double cottages, 
a large tabernacle, and a dining hall, were 
reduced to ashes. The loss is about §$10,- 
ovo. 
Many of the cottagers lost all their per- 
sonal property. and watches, jewelry, and 
money were consumed in the fire. There 
were between seven and eight hundred 
cottagers on the grounds at the time. 
They were principally from York and Bal- 
timore. A few children were asleep, but 
they were taken out without injury. 

Several persons were slightly burned in 
trying to save their effects. The fire lasted 
an hour end nothing but ashes marks the 
spot where the camps stood. The bulldings 
were insured for 5300 in local mutual)

ber of broken Beads <A dogen or more of 
the ricters on both sides were taken to the 
bospital after order was restored. 

All of this occurred before noom Later 
the city Magistrates beld a meeting and 
orcered that the troops be in readiness to 
put down the disturtences, which, it was 
feared, would occur when the peraders re- 
turned from Mannastoun in the evening. 
Every preperation was accordingly made 
to suppress any attempt at rioting. and for 
@& time the centre of the city. to which 
tne disturbances of the morning were con- 
fined, was quiet, although the streets were 
alive with excited peogec.

. Wide Proportions of the Movement. 


Cuicaaco, Aug. 17.—A meeting of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the National 
Democratic Party was held at the Palmer 
House to-day. Chairman Bynum of In- 
diana presided, and all the members were 
present except Charles W. Tracey of New- 
York, who was detained by party work in 
his State. 

The principal business which called the 
committee together was the preparation 
and adoption of an address to the Demo- 
cratic voters of the country. A sub-com- 
mittee was chosen to draft the address. 

Assurances have been received by the 
committee that the organizations in the fol- 
lowing States which were not represented 
@t Indianapolis are sufficiently advanced 
to make it certain they will have full dele- 
gations at the convention: Louisiana, 
North Dakota, Georgia, Mississippi, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, and South Carolina. 

Nothing has been done in Idaho, Utah, or 
Nevada toward organizing, and Mr. Bynum 
said that he did not expect to see those 
States represented at Indianapolis. The ex- 
pectation is that there will be forty-two 
States to answer to the roll call Sept. 

The committee appointed Walter Kessler 
of Indianapolis Sergeant at Arms for the 
convention.

ATTACK AN ITALIAN 





The Outbreak the Result of Long Ex- 
isting Hostility. 


San Francisco, Aug. 17.—News of an 
attack in the streets of Valparaiso, on 
the 16th of last month, by a ‘Chilean mob 
upon Prince Louis of Savoy, nephew of 
King Humbert of Italy, and a party of offi- 
cers and some of the crew of the Italian 
war ship Cristoforo Colombo, all the facts 
of which were suppressed by the Govern- 
ment, was received here by the steamer 
City of Para. 

The Christoforo Colombo salled from 
San Francisco for South America via Hodn- 
olulu some time in February. The object 
of her visit to Chile was to assure that 
country that Italy has none but the best 
of feeling for the southern republic, as 
much bitterness of feeling has existed in 
Chile since Italy sold to the Argentine 
Republic two cruisers. The sale was con- 
summated at a very shaky crisis, for Ar- 
gentine and Chile were on the verge of 
war over the boundary question. 
The Christoforo Colombo fulfilled her 
mission. The squaring "’ was well ac- 
cepted by the better classes, but among 
the rabbie the apology was not accepted. 
Hence the trouble. 
A party from the Christoforo Colombe 
landed at the Valparaiso pier and procee i- 
ed up town. The Prince ana several Lieu- 
tenants were in the lead. A number of 
Italian sailors w re immediately behind the 
officers. A crowd of Chileans followed the 
man-of-war'’s men, occasionally jeering the 
sailors.

Demand was as low ‘tn May, 
the two quotations are said to have not 
been paralleled in four years.

Silver touched 66% cents an ounce yester- 
day, on moderate dealings.

Travel Is Slow and Distances Enor- 
mous Over a Plague-Smitten Piain. 


From The Pal] Mail Gazette. 

A journey from Cape Town up country 
to the region upon which, with about 
equally mingled rashness and impertinence, 
an English adventurer has tried to fastem 
his own now discredited name, substituting 
Rhodesia for Matabeleland, was never easy 
to make, and jis now harder than ever be- 
fore. A correspondent of The London 
Cironicle, who has just accompilsbed it, 
gives a graphic description of the difficule 
ties encountered and the weariness undere 
gone. He gays that soon after starting he 
became impressed with the fact that at 
least one class of the community has grown 
fat and prosperous on the fils of the ree 
mainder. The ass-vogels, or vultures, are, 
indeed, having a time of peace and plenty 
such as they never knew before. 

The ravages of the rinderpest are simply 
appalling. From Abyssinia the scourge has 
spread south and westward at a terrie 
bie pace, and with dire results. During the 
Winter it crossed the Zambesi, and uae 
rushed svuthward through Matabelelane 
and Mashunaland at the rate of something 
like twenty-five miles a day, and scarcely 
a@ beast of the ruminant order is spared. 
Oxen and sheep fare worst, scarcely & 
per ceht. escaping. But goats and game 
are also decimated. Buffalo and buck of 
every kind are threatened with a final ex- 
termination. Luckily, horses, mules, and 
donkeys have not so far suffered. 

For the moment, thanks to vigorous poe 
lice measures, the disease has been cnecked 
on the northern border of the Transvaal 
and on the borders of Bechuanaland. But 
should the infection chance to pass this. 
line, as most probably it will do, the resul& 
wiil be appalling. It is bad enough to see 
the results in this more sparsely populated 
of the country, namely, Bechuanaland. 
Khama alone is said to have lost some 
00,000 hea 1. 

Of course the plague has paralyzed the 
trade, anu even communication with Mata- 
beleland and Mashonaland, since the sup- 
plies of almost every kind have to be transe 
ported over an enormous length of road by 
ox wagons. indeed, the distance that divides 
Cape Town from its far dependencies is very 
feevly realized in Engiand. 

Leaving Cape ‘town by the northern mait 
at night, you take your rest in turn-dowm 
beds as hard as iron. By morning you fin: . 
you have climbed the “ ghauts" and are Ol 
the main piateau of the high veldt, where 
the air blows fresh and clear, and the sun 
shines strong and pleasently. : - 

For the whole of tnat day yon ratile. 
across the siony, red desert region of the 
*karoo,”’ with wondrous lights aud shades 
upon its rocks and koppies. And near the 
line you note occasionally pretty heaths 
and flowers, interspersed with the rust 
kerosine tins and broken “° square-face ” 
bottles of the rallway working gangs. 

The only incident to break the monotony 
of our journey is the occasional twenty- 
minutes’ stups at the roadside stationg where 
you get your meals. Then on again through 
another hard, cold night, another day, and 
open grass plains, and yet a third night ere 


the wild pigs come down to drink in droves 
of perhaps fifty or more, and the chances 
are that one of them—or the tenderest mor- 
sels of one of them—will constitute the 
principal dish at your next meal. 

Here and there, at wide intervals, native 
boats may be seen moored against the 
banks, betokening the proximity of an In- 
dian settlement, which presently shows on 
the higher land through a gap among the 
trees; and groups of stark-naked children 
come veoune down to the river at the 
heels of their fond parente, who bring fruits 
to barter, or even to give away, as a token 
of good-will. These are a few of the many 
features of a trip—diversified still more by 
the shooting of the less dangerous rapids— 
along the San Juan River between the sea 
and the great lake which takes its name 
from the country Itself. 


you find yourself at Mafeking, the present 
terminus of the railway in Bechuanaland. 
Mafeking is a gruup of “tin” (cor ted 
iron) stores und piles on plies of pos ee 
shrouded in tarpaulins awaiting transport te 
Mashonaland. 
And tnen we entcr on the longest portion 
of vur journey. ‘true, we have come wo 
miles from Cape Town in the train, but the 
uuv still before us are a different matter.

springs, with ten poor-looking mules to 
drag it. Outside are packed our thirty 
pounds of baggage; inside are packed our 
miserable seives—eleven of us as close us 
we can go. 
A crack of the immense whip, a toot of 
the bugle, a cheer from the population of 
Mafeking, and we are off in a swirl of dust 
across the yellow, grassy veldt. 
At a gentile trot our team takes the great 
maghine along, pattering cheerily along the 
hard road unul after a few miles it degen- 
erates into a more crumbled and sandy 
track. Then the teain drops into a walk, 
and drags us heavily along. 
At every ten or fifteen miles we get a } 
change of mules, but as we proc these 
changes are scarcely for the better. Horse 
sickness has been at work, water is scarce, 
a famine is at hand, and, what is worst, the 
rinderpest has stopped the transport wag- 
ons bringing up their loads of corn and 
forage, and consequently the mules are 
starved and weakly—picking up what sus- 
tenance they can among the withered herb- j 
age of the plain. 
Anon our average pace has dwindled down 
to three, and even two, short miles per 
hour; and though we travel on by day 
and night our drive will occupy at least ten 
or twelve days. Never a night’s rest, jolt- 
ing over an unmade road, dragging through. 
the burning heat of the day, and chilled 
with a nipping air at night, packed the 
while like sardines without respect of per-, 
sons, and well covered with a noisome 
cloud of flies.

Mr. Hanna Makes a Final Decision on 
the Subject. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 17.—Major McKinley 
and Mr. Hanna were in conference at Mr. 
Hanna’s home all day Sunday. Said Mr. 
Hanna this morning: 

“The outlook throughout the Western 
States is more promising than two weeks 
ago, and I construe it as an evidence that 
the campaign of education is beginning 
to tell. We have the Chicago headquarters 
thoroughly organized and up to Saturday 
night had scattered 15,500 campaign docu- 
ments in every section of the country.

“If the harm would stop there, bad as 
all this would be, we should be getting oft 
very easy. But this would be only the be- 
ginni of our troubles. Such disturbance 
of vulues could not take place without 
causing a panic. Factories would close and 
workingmen by the thousand would be 
added to the ranks of the idle. already a 
woefully numerous body. Industries of many 
kinds would be para:yzed. That sort of 
thing always happens in a panic. We can 
imagine a good many things, but I don't 
belleve anybody's imagination is equal to 
the task of portraying the distress and 
misery that would fall upon those inter- 
ested in the productive Industries of the 
country. We think we have been he > 
hard times these last two or three years. ft 
we should elect Bryan and a free-silver 
Congress we would Icok back on these years 
as years of comparative prosperity.

“J am astonished when I read in the 
speeches of silver advocates predictions of 
prosperity conditioned op the establishment 
of free coinage.

Hebrew Stranger Lay in Wet Weeds 
with His Throat Cat. 


NEWARK, Aug. 17.—Mrs. Paul Wissen, the 
wife of a dairyman in Clinton Township 
suburb, was carrying two pails of milk 
from the barnyard to the house before sun- 
up this morning. She saw in the weeds a 
few steps from the path what appeared to 
be a bundle of clothes or a horse blanket, 
she could not quite make out whica in the 
twilight.

As it had been raining, the 
young man said he would wake the man up, 
as he might catch the ague lying on the 
wet ground. 

The man was dead. His throat had been 
cut. He had a Hebraic cast of features, and 
was dressed in good clothes. Spots of blood 
led to Grove Street, an extension of Eight- 
eenth Avenue, this city, on which thea 
house fronts.

IT iS TIME FOR THE ANSWER. 
We are not ready to believe that Mr. 
BRYAN was for some time previous to 
his nomination a hired agent of the sil- 
ver-mine owners, but the charge that he 
was employed by them after his retire- 
ment from Congress has been made and 
repeated by and responsible 
men, by a Chicago Democratic newspa- 
per, and by several Washington journal- 
ists of long experience, and the time has 
come when, if there be no truth in it, he 
may fairly be urged to publish an une- 
quivocal denial. 

The Chicago Chronicle, the foremost 
Democratic newspaper in that city, al- 
though it opposes the silver policy, said 
on July 11, in an editorial article: 

“Of late years, owing to the encourage- 
ment that they have received from the Re- 
publican Party, which always ‘does some- 
thing for silver’ when it passes a tariff 
dill, the proprietors of the big bonansas 
have found ft profitable to keep a large 
number of orators, lecturers, and other 
spokesmen on the road preaching to the 
people, already limping as a result of bites 
by the free silver currency, the sovereign 
remely of applying the hair of the dog to 
the wound. 

“ Among the many who have been thus 
employed and carried on the pay rolis of 
the big bonanzas for a number of years is 
Wituiam J. Brran of Nebraska. The paid 
agent and spokesman for the free-silver 
combine, he has not, since his retirement 
froin Congress, had any other visible means 
of support.” 

On July 29, Jonw M. THAYER, ex-Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska, gave to the press the 
following remarks:

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SILVER DOCTURS DISAGREE,

per ounce measured by gold.” 

Senator STEWART says that “ the price 
of silver always has been, always will 
be, and from necessity must be the same 
in every part of the world, less the dif- 
ference of exchange.” That is to say, 
free coinage will not make the price of 
silver bullion rise any higher here than 
it rises abroad. 

These statements are contradictory. 
They cannot both be right. But if Mr. 
BrYan is rignt, then the silver dollara 
will not be cheap money, and for that 
reason will not suit the Populists at all. 
They want money that is suitable to be 
used in cheating creditors. 

However, if silver should go to $1.29 
an ounce in this country, we suspect that 
bullion would be imported in consider- 
able volume to take advantage of that 
price. There is no reason existing, or 
that can be foreseen, that will raise the 
price of silver bullion to that figure in 
England, or France, or Germany, or In- 
dia, or China, or Mexico. It would be 
profitable to send silver from all these 
countries to the United States’ Mint for 
coining. 

But if all this is true, Senator Stewart 
is unquestionably in error when he says 
that the price of silver must be the same 
all over the world. Weare afraid that it is 
not the Senator, but the candidate, who 
has got muddled in this matter. It is 
true that the price of a great interna- 
tional commodity like silver must be and 
remain substantially the same in all mar- 
kets, allowing for the difference of ex- 
change. For this reason no silver to 
speak of would be attracted to this coun- 
try by the opportunities of free coinage. 
That is the same thing as saying that 
Mr. Bryan is wrong when he declares 
that silver will go to $1.29 an ounce, Of 
course it will not go there, nor anywhere 
near that figure. The price might fluct- 
uate somewhat under free coinage, but 
it would soon settle to a commercial level 
that might be lower than the present 
quotations. : 

The silver men must get into agree- 
ment about this fundamental proposi- 
tion if they wish to convince the Ameri- 
can people that their doctrines are sound, 








BELGIAN AND AMBERICAN BEER. 


M. Hewat vow Lagr, Director of the 
School of Brewers at Ghent, has just ar- 
rived in Washington after a tour of our 
Western breweries, upon which he is to 
make an official report. He anticipates 
this report in some amiable remarks 
upon American beer. The materials 
used in its manufacture, he says, are of 
good quality, and in general the beer is 
better than the ordinary beer of Bel- 
gium. He adds that, although he did not 
at first like American beer, yet after a 
few weeks he became accustomed to it, 
and now finds it excellent. 

It will surprise most readers, we imag- 
ine, to learn from M. vow Lazr that Bel- 
sium is the chief beer-drinking country 
in the world in proportion to its popula- 
tion, the total annual production being 
8,000,000 barrels and the total consump- 
tion somewhat larger, since a consider- 
able quantity is imported. But when he 
says that in general American beer is 
better than Belgian, we are inclined to 
commiserate the Belgian beer drinker 
and to understand why he imports much 
of his supply, as also why he does not, 
that we know of, export any of his prod- 


maintained, that there i¢ nothing un- 
wholesome, beyond the inevitable bilious- 
neas of all beer, in the American prod- 
uct. But as to its palatableness, it ts 
plain that the Beigian expert differs with 
the American connoisseurs of beer 
Though we do not import beer ffom Bel- 
gium, we import it from Bavaria, from 
Austria, from North Germany. even 
from Scandinavia, and for the imported 
article American connoisseurs willingly 
pay twiee the price of American beer. 
it t@ true that there is American beer 
and American beer, and that the best 
differs very widely from thé worst or 
from the average. But why is it that 
some American brewer does not devote 
himself to producing a beer that shall be 
as palatable as the imported article to 
judicious beer drinkers? The statistics 
of imports show what a fortune awaits 
the American brewer who can produce 
as satisfactory a-beverage as must now 
be brought from Europe. 
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AS A PARTY MATTER, 

We are convinced that the cause of 
sound money in this campaign will be 
benefited and not injured by the nomi- 
nation of a separate ticket by the Na- 
tional Dempcratic Party. If we thought 
it would be in the least endangered, no 
consideration of party benefit would be 
allowed to weigh against that, but as a 
party matter it is not of importance to 
Democrats alone. It is desirable that 
both the great political parties in this 
country should be maintained in their 
integrity and in a faithful adherence to 
the fundamental principles upon which 
they are based. 

At Chicago there was not only a de- 
parture from the principles that have 
characterized the Democratic Party from 
its foundation, but it was a departure 
which a large portion of the party re- 
gards as destructiye of the honor and 
credit of the Nation and subversive of 
the interests of the people. No party 
can be headed toward such results and 
continue to be a useful organization, and 
mo patriotic citizen can desire to see 
either party left in contro] of such forces 
as seized the convention at Chicago and 
determined its action. 

Something more is needed to maintain 
the real Democratic Party of the coun- 
try and restore it to a career of useful- 
ness than the defeat of the 
ticket. When a party goes wrong with- 
out being absolutely captured and con- 
verted into something different from it- 
self, it may be corrected by mere defeat. 
When the Republican Party left the 
ground of moderate tariff reform in 1883 
and took up with the policy of fostering 
and enriching combinations of powerful 
special interests and yielded to its worst 
forces in the nomination of 1884, it 
brought upor itself a deserved defeat. 
When, again, in 1890, it carried its pol- 
icy of protection so far as to cut down 
the revenues while rioting in prodigal 
expenditures, and instead of stopping the 
pertious silver inflation gave it a new and 
dangerous turn, it prepared the way for 
another defeat. But it was still the Re- 
publican Party, and could retrieve its 
disasters by accepting the lesson of cor- 
rection. 

But when the Populists and free silver- 
ites framed and adopted the platform 
and made the nominations at Chicago 
the assemblage there gathered ceased to 
be a Democratic Convention, and the 
party was carried from its ancient moor- 
ings. That made it necessary for the 
real Democrats of the country, for the 
salvation of the party, to rally anew 
the lines of the ancient organization, 
and, in order to hold them together and 
to strengthen them, they must have a 
platform embodying the principles of the 
party and candidates to vote for who 
stand for its policies. That is the justi- 
fication of the convention to be held at 
Indianapolis, and a justification that 
should be acknowledged by every pa- 
triotic citizen of the Republic, regardless 
of party. 

It is desirable not only that there 
should be a ticket nominated at Indian- 
apolis, but that it should be supported 
by all sound Democrats. All such admit 
that their party must be defeated this 
year as the penalty of the folly and in- 
iquity perpetrated at Chicago, and none 
of them will try to prevent the defeat, 
but it is desirable to draw the greatest 
possible force from the ranks of BRYAN 
and make his defeat as conspicuously as 
possible a defeat by the Democratic vote 
of the country. Such a demonstration 
will only make the election of McKInLer 
the more assured and the triumph of the 
sound-money cause the more decisive and 
lasting, while it will bring the Demo- 
cratic Party out in better shape for a res- 
toration of its former lines and a return 
to its traditional principles.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The chapter of the draft of a charter 
for the Greater New-York which reiates 
to the Department of Public Works is 
now made public. Its most important 
provisions, so far as they differ from 
those of the present law relating to this 
eity, are those which affect the organi- 
zation of the department. . 

The Commissioner is authorized to ap- 
point several deputies, one to have 
charge. under his direction and control, 
of “the execution of public works per- 
taining to the department in the Bor- 
oughs of Bowling Green, Manhattan, 
Yorkville, and Harlem”; that is to say, 
on Manhattan Island; one to have sim- 
ilar charge in the Borough of the Bronx, 
or the “ annexed district’; one in Brook- 
lyn for the two Boroughs of Brooklyn 
and Williamsburg, and one in the Bor- 
ough of Queens. Additional deputies 
may be appointed “as the Municipal As- 
sembly’ may authorize.” Incidentally 
the Commissioner of Street Improve- 
ments in the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards—that is, the “annexed 
district "—is abolished, and his “ rights, 
powers, privileges, and duties” are de- 
volved upon the Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

In the establishment of bureaus in the 
department, that for laying water pipes, 
constructing sewers, &c., and that for 
grading, flagging. curbing, and gutter- 
ing streets are consolidated into one un- 
der an officer to be called “ Superintend- 
ent of Water and Street Improvements,” 
the misnomer “ Water Purveyor”™ being 
done away with. The Bureau of Lamps 
and Gas is expended into that of Lamps, 
Gas, and Electricity, and its head is 
called “ Superintendent of Lighting,” in- 
stead of “ Superintendent of Lamps and 
Gas." The functions of each of the seven 
bureaus of the department are extended 
over the area of the greater city, and 
each is required to have a branch in 
Brooklyn. The department would have 
charge of the water works of Brooklyn 
and those of Long Island City, as well 
as those now appertaining to this city. 

The generai provisions of the chapter. 
apart from those relating to the organi- 
zation of the department, appear to con- 
form pretty closely to those of the pres- 
ent Consolidation act, but there Is a no- 
ticeable absence of any reference to the 
Borough of Richmond. This raises the 
presumption that some separate provis- 
fon is to be made for the care of the 
streets and roads and other public 
works on Staten Island. One of the 
earlier chapters of the draft abolished 
the Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Richmond, and declared that its 
“powers and duties” should be “ per- 
formed by the Municipal Assembly of 
the City of New-York or the Borough 
Board of the Borough of Richmond.” 
We hardly see how this can be done 
without abolishing the county itself, as 
the Constitution says that there shall be 
a Board of Supervisors “in the several 
counties, except in cities whose boun- 
daries are the same as those of a coun- 
ty.” Moreover, the law creating the 
Greater New-York Commission declares 
that “ nothing in this act contained shall 
be construed as attempting or intending 
to affect in any way the boundaries, gov- 
ernment, rights, power, duties, obliga- 
tions, limitations, or disabilities of any 
county or officer thereof, as fixed by the 
Constitution or otherwise.”

She had long 
been telling her neighbors a romantic story 
to the effect that she was the daughter of a 
soldier who fought under Napoleou in 
Egypt. and that, as canuniére of the Sec- 
cnd Zouaves, she had followed the fort- 
unes of the regiment in the Crimea, 
unis, Tonking, and, above all, Mexico, 
where she was wounded, and received the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and the mili- 
tary medal on the field of battle. To cor- 
roborate her words, she produced both of 
these decorations. Mother Ibrahim conse- 
eontiy seeeivee a magnificent funeral, with 
our oO rs as pall bearers, the tio 
speeches in the cemetery, and volleys fired: 
over her grave. The French papers gave 
her much ‘space and those of England fél- 
lowed suit. The London Times had a long

KOSTER & BIAL’S AGAIN, 


The Fall Season Opens and the Per- 
formers Descend from the Roof. 


“ Fall seasons,”’ like “ fiscal years,” doubt- 
less have some relation to the almanac, but 
ordinary people do not understand what 
that relation is in either case, or try to, 
so none of the very large number of per- 
sons who went to Koster & Bial’s was at 
all worrled by the fact that he or she was 
participating in a nominally autumnal 
event while Summer is still both present 
and vigorous. 

Perhaps the one evidence of such mental 
confusion as may have existed was the 
prevalence in the auditorium of that brand 
of cigars made especially for use on roof 
gardens, but which, within four walls and 
a ceiling, insists on taking a somewhat too 
prominent part in whatever may be going 
on. Moreover, these cigars formed about 
the only proof to be eeen—off tiie stage— 
that a new season had begun, for a hasty 
inspection of the house revealed no reno- 
vations or changes except such as could 
have b3en made with brooms and feather 
dusters. 

Beyond the footlights, however, there was 
much which, if not exactly new, was a 
variant of what went on there last year. 
“ The Flying Jordans,” a man, two women, 
and a boy, tossed each other about from 
one trapeze to another in what seemed to 
be an extremely careless way. Sometimes 
they caught each other, whereupon the 
snectators applauded; sometimes the net 
did the catching, and then the spectators 
said “Oh!” with much earnestness. 
“Zaeo"’ turned out to be an imitator of 
La Lofe, rather more adroit than the rest 
of them. Clermont’s trained dog sadly 
played a sadder tune on a saddest little 
piano, and various athletes, musicians, 
singers, and humorists filled out the long 
rogramme. Among them all Clara Wie- 
and alone manifested the possession of 
something like originality and a trace of the 
real comedian’s art. The audience showed 
its good judgment by applauding her more 
than anybody else, but all her companions 
on the bill received cordial approval, and 
most of them deserved it. 


Operetta at Terrace Garden. 


“Der Polengraf,” (‘‘ The Polish Count,’’) 
an operetta in three acts, was produced 
at Terrace Garden last night by the Con- 
ried-Ferenczy Company.

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The Stone Forest of Florissant. 


From Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly. 
The silicified trees of the Florissant Basin 
are a marked curiosity of the United States, 
They are less known that the “ stone for- 
est’ of Arizona or than the similar mauso- 
leum of the Yellowstone region, but it is 
only because they have not yet been brought 


to the attention of the tourist. The trees 
are at ihe present time represented only 
by their stumps. In wandering cver the 
green meadow the eye here and there rests 
upon a seemingly “bald” spot. Qver it 
are scattered white and yellow chips, and, 
for anything that the eye can itsef uls- 
tinguish these could easily be the ch ps left 
in the path of work of a recently passing 
Woodsman. The deception is absolute, and 
it belongs to the stump as well. The knots 
and gnarls and annular rings are perfectly 
preserved; the bark stands in prominent 
relief both by ruggedness and color, and 
all this net in wood, but in the monu- 
mental substanve of stone. The precise 
manner in wh.ch the substitution of silica 
for wood was effected cannot now be 
learned, but in a general way we know 
it to have been brought about as the result 
of a slow infiltration into the tree trunks 
= Beated waters containing silica in solu- 
on. 

The remains are fairly numerous, but 
what sirikes one with special aston shment 
is the giant size which some of them at- 
tain. Diameters of six, seven, and eight 
feet are by no means uncommon, and we 
measured three specimens which spanned 
ten feet or more. In most instances the 
stumps hardly rise above the surface, com- 
ing up flush with .t; therefore without ex- 
cavation it is impossible to say at what 
height above the roots the measurements 
were taken. 





The Chauffeurs Band. 
From Chambers’s Journal. 

Among the many miseries to which the 
beautiful country of France was subjected 
during the’dreadful years of the great Revo- 
lution was that of brigandage. In the dark, 
heavy atmospheres of the cities murder, 
pillage, and famine were rife; in the pure 
air of the country, and in the frontiers, 
bloody warfare was carried on, and in 
places remote from the great centres of 
population there existed bands of brigands 
which spread terror among the peaceful in- 


Of these bands, none were more remarka- 
ole than that known as the “ Chauffeurs.” 
It was thus called because the method 
used by these malefactors for torturing help- 
less farmers was that of placing the feet 
of their victims before a hot fire until they 
confessed where their money wag hidden. 

The whole band was brought to justice 
at Chartres, through the instrumentality 
of a small child, and the circumstances su 
plied that ancient town with the spectacle 
of a most extraordinary criminal prosecu- 
tion, the accused numbering no less than 
110 persons, who all appeared in the dock 
“together. 

It was in the midst of the revolution 
that these degraded ruffilans were brought 
to justice. In order to have them all placed , 
before the jury at the same time, a large 
church in the centre of the town was con- 
verted, for the time, into a courthouse, 
and each morning ne the trial the cul- 
prits were taken from the-prison and con- 
veyed thither in a long procession, strongly 
guarded by mounted gendarmes and foot 
soldiers.

HaMILtonw, Mass., Aug. 17.—Miss Mary 
Abigail Dodge, who became famous under 
the pen name of “Gail Hamilton,” was.

ond time. She fell forward with her face 
on the table, and before her companions 
reached her she was unconscious. Physi- 
clans did what they could fer her without 
result. She did not regat ousness.

She was born in Hami 
1830. She became an instrt 
science in the Hartford (Conn. 
in 1851, and held that position 
years. 

She subsequently was a governess 
family of Dr. Gamaliel Bailey of W 
ton, and became a contributor to his p 
The National Era. She was, in 1865-7, one 
of the editors of Our Young Folks, a mag- 
azine for children published in Boston. She 
resided much of the time in Washington 
after 1870, making her home with the Blaine 
family. An impression has existed that 
Miss Dodge was a blood relative of James 
G. Blaine. She was a cousin of Mrs. Blaine. 

She first adopted the nom de plume of 
Gall Hamilton in 1802, and made it known 
throughout the country by reason of her 
witty and aggressive style. She published 
several volumes, consisting largely of se- 
lections from her contributions to promi- 


nent magazines.

Miss Dodge spent the Winter of 1804-5 at 
her old home, Hamilton, Mass., workin 
upon the life of James G. Blaine, which ha 
occupied most of her time since the death 
of Mr. Blaine. .She possessed all the per- 
sonal papers referring to Mr. Blaine’s pri- 
vate affairs and his business and personal 
correspondence as well. 
Mrs, Blaine was careful to lend no as- 
sistunce to others who desired to write the 
life of her husband, being at pains to see 
‘that Miss Dodge was in possesion of every- 
thing helpful in connection with the work. 

Miss Dodge went to Washington early in 
May, 1805, and soon after her arrival was 
taken ill. The fact of her illness was kept 
from her Washington friends for several 
days, at her own request, and those who 
were finally informed of her dangerous con- 
dition were requested not to spread the 


news. 
It is said by persons nqgwatates with the 
Blaine family that Mr. Blaine relied upon 
the judgment of Miss Dodge and consulted 
her on matters in which he was interested. 
She was a natural politician, and was re- 
garded by Mr. Blaine as an excellent judge 
of character. Some of those who disiiked 
Mr. Blaine contended for a long time that 
Miss Dodge wrote his principal speeches 
and reviews for him, but this story long 
ago ceased to carry weight. Miss 
while not handsome, had a remarkably in- 
tellectur! face, which was set off by her 
pure white hair.

But whence the name of “ The Baltic"?

The junior is 
distinguished by a gown which, though it is 
made of a less expensive material, is much 
more elaborately finished—reminding one of 
the old-time smock frock. 

Of late years, the proportion of foreigners 
appearing in the list has considerably in- 
creased, gentlemen bearing the most un- 
Pronounceable names (one rejoicing in a 
Giving of seven such,) and hail from In- 
cia, Egypt, and other parts of Asia 
and Africa, ring to about 8 per cent. 
Most of these, after being called ieturn to 
their native country—for its lasting good, we 
may reasonably hope. 

The number of barristers available for 
actual work is greatly reduced when we 
excise those whose practical acquaintance 
with the bar ended on their called.

REV. M.H. THROOP’S COMPLAINTS. 


Wants His Salary and the Parish 


Held to tts Agreement. 


The Rev. Montgomery H. Throop, rector 
of St. Matthew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Jersey City, yesterday made an cx- 
tended statement regarding the suit he has 
brought against the Vestrymen of his 
church. 

“TIT have begun this suit,” sald he, “in 
no ill will, When I became rector of St. 
Matthew's I found that thirty-two persons 
had claims against the church. The amount 
of their claims was about $2,000. I as- 
sumed the rectorship upon an agreement 
that in the matter of ‘all moneys that 
might become due me I should be consid- 
ered a preferred creditor. I found this 
agreement was being disregarded and I 
have brought suit for $568.35, which in- 
cludes a!! arrearages of salary to Aug. 1. 

“So far as the matter of the $20,000 is 
concerned, there is no lawsuit about that. 
This matte> is not before the civil court, 
but before an ecclesiastical tribunal. I de- 
sire to have the parish moved, and if this 
is not done, to have my connection with it 
severed. This sum is for non-fulfillment of 
contract, and if it is awarded tc.me I shall 
at once return it to the church. I merely 
desire to establish a precedent that a par- 
ish is bound to live up to its agreement.

“The trouble is that the parish does not 
own the property. The land on which the 
edifice stands was given to the parish 
early in the century by the Associates of 
New-Jersey. upon the express condition that 
whenever it should cease to be used as a 
church it should revert to the Associates 
or their heirs. These Associates were An- 
thony Dey, Theodore Varick, and one other 
whose name I do not recali. 
“An arrangement might be effected with 
their heirs, by which the property could be 
sold for the nefit of the parish, to build 
a new church elsewhere, but it has not been 
done yet. And that is why St. Matthew's 
Church still remains where it is. If it 
could have been sokid it would have been 
sola. and a new St. Matthew's Church 
bullt on the Heights long ago—when the 
old congregation split off and affiliated witis 
St. John’s Church on the Heights.” 


FAMOUS FROM ITS LITIGATION. 





The Canty Block tim New-tochelle 
seld Under Foreciosure. 


New-RocHette, N. Y., Aug. 17.--The 
Canty Block, at the eorner of Huguenot 
Street and what is known as the Mechanic 
Street Extension, southeast of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railway 
Station, wus sold to-day, in foreclosure 
proceedings, by Arthur L. Clark, for $5,310, 
to the New-Rochelle Coal and Lumber 
Company. The buyers also assume a sec- 
ond mortgage on the property for $7 eH, 
making the total price $10,210. 

The property has become locally famous 
through the long litigation in which it has 
been involved. 

Land for the Mechanic Street Extension, 
which gives a direct way to the railway 
station ,on the east-bound tracks, from 
Huguenct Street, was given to the village 


by the late George J. Penfield. The deed 
of gift suid a read should be put through 
parallel to Mechanic Street. This was sup- 
posed to mean parallel! tu the line of Me- 
ehanic Street extended. James IP. Canty, 
at any rate, so interpreted the deé@d, and 
built a brick block on what would be the 
street line, according to his reading of the 
document. Mr. Penfield alleged he never 
meant that the street should take the 
direction given it by Mr. Canty’s inter- 
pretation, but that he meant it should be 
at right angles to Huguenot Street. The 
village remained passive in the matter 
while Mr. Canty and Mr. Penfield fought 
the question in the courts. The case was 
decided once in favor of Mr. Penfield, but 
it was appealed by Mr. Centy, and a final 
decision has not been reached. 

Mr. Penfield last Spring erected some 
wooden buildings below Mr. Canty’s prop- 
erty and on the opposite side of the road, 
according to the street line that he claimed 
was the proper one. A very grotesque 
street was produced. It looks as if there 
were buildings at each end, extending to 
the middle of the road.

Pauline Bradshaw's Alleged Legacy 
from Her Rassian Husband. 


Pauline Bradshaw, who says that she is 
an actress and has appeared in comic opera 
and serpentine dances in this city and Chi- 
cago, declares that she has heen left 50,000 
rubles by a Russian who, impressed by 
her stage charms, induced her to marry 
him, but who o9n the second day of the 
honeymoon deserted her, taking with him 
her money and jewels. 

She was appearing in Chicago at the 
time of the marriage, according to a law- 
yer retained to secure the legacy, and the 
Russian said he was Count Viadimir Ros- 
towski. The marriage was kept a secret, 
the lawycr said, and nothing more was 
heard of the “Count” till recently, when 
the actress, then living at 20 West Thirty- 
sixth Street, this city, received a letter by 
way of Chicago and other places where she 
had lived. It was from a Russian notary, and 
informed her of the bequest. The testator’s 
name was given, not as a Count, but as Paul 
Sadowski. He was said to have made a 
fortune in South Africa, and on his return 
to Russia last year he reformed his ways 
and professed religion. He died in March 
and in a codivil to his will bequeathed the 
50,000 rubles to the actress because of a 
great wrong done her. 

Miss Bradshaw's lawyer says he has sent 
one of his clerks to Russia to get the 
money. 

The actress says she will leave the stage 
if the bequest is forth ing and will call 
herself Countess de Rosjqwski. Her real 
name, according to the lawyer, is Living- 
ston.

ONIFORMITY OF LEGISLATION, 





Close of the Conference of Commis- 
sioners for Promoting It. 


SaRaTooa, Aug. 17.—The State Board of 
Commissioncrs for Promoting Uniformity 
of Legislation in the United States con- 
cluded its sixth annual conference to-night. 
The chief work this year was the review- 
ing of a draft of a general act on negotiable 
instruments compiled by J. J. Crawford of 
New-York City. 

This new draft, if enacted in the several 
State Legislatures, will, it is contended, be 
a very valuable work to the entire com- 
mercial world, as it will enable laymen to 
get at principles of commercial law on bills 
and notes ‘where it Is now impossible to 
do so. The draft is taken mostly from a 
similar English act which has been very 
successful. The new code will undoubtedly 
be adopted by the conference with only a 
few changes. The work of reviewing the 
draft has taken two days and was only 
concluded to-night. 

This afternoon Col. Haskins of Boston, 
President of the Boston Koard of Trade 
and representing the Committee on Uni- 
form Legislation of the National Board of 
Trade, Was present and addressed the con- 
ference on the necessity of having uniform 
tax on trade corporations. He offered reso- 
lutions embodying his views, which were 
adopted. No other work will be attempted 
by the conference during the ensuing year, 
as the proposed law is so important that all 
the energies of the members will be de- 
voted to it. The new officers selected in- 
clude President Lyman D_ Brewster of 
Danbury, Conn., and Vice President Peter 
W. Melchim of Savannah. There was no 
change made in the offices of Secretary or 
Assistant Secretary.

STEWART REPLIES TO THURSTON, 


Refers Unkindly to the Senator’s Em- 
ployment by Union Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Senator W. M. 
Stewart to-day gave out for publication a 
reply to Senator Thurston's letter to him 
published this morning regarding the charge 
that Mr. Bryan had been a paid lecturer in 
the employ of silver-mine owners. The 
letter quotes Thurston's statement that he 
had not assailed Bryan's character in any 
instance, or by any word, and Mr. Stewart 
asks Thurston how he can reconcile that 


statement with the following language used 
by him in the speech which gave rise to the 
controversy: 


The etors of the big bonanzas have found 
table to keep a large number of lecturers 
other spokesmen on the road age 2 to the 
people. Among the many who ve thus been 
employed and carried on the pay rolls of the big 
bonanzas for a number of years is William J. 
Bryan of Nebraska, a paid agent and spokesman 
of the free-silver combine. 


The letter then continues: 


Your disclaimer in connection with the forego- 
ing statement requires explanation, provided you 
consider your reputation for truth and veracity 
valuable. But your disclaimer that you would 
** be the last man to assail the character of Mr. 
Bryan’ refiects elther upon your veracity or 
your knowledge of the law of libel. If you are a 
lawyer, and the fact that you have been retained 
by the Union Pacific Raliread for so many years 
indicates that you are useful in some way to that 
iretitution, you ought to know that repeating a 
slander or libel is equally as slanderous or libelous 
as the-original matter. 

You assume that you are not assailing Mr. 
Bryan when you are quoting what irres sible 
newspapers say of him and giving to su state- 
ments all the credit your high official gc#ition 
can confer. You belittle your understanding when 
you say that it is the duty of Mr. Bryan *o enter 
into personal controversy with every hircling 
rewspaper scribbler who is employed ‘o slander 
or defame him. The people understand the 
animus of partisan newspapers and make proper 
allowances for their assertions, but when you 
clothe their slanders with your official rebes it 
is a lame and cowardly defense on sour jart to 
protect yourself by skulking behind miserable 
newspaper scribblers. 

I called your attention to the injustice of your 
charge, not the charge of newspapers, which I 
have again quoted for the purpose of calling 
your attention to the charge you made, supposing 
that you were an honorable man und would re- 
tract the charges at once, if you were unable to 
prove them. Instead of doing so, you repeated 
other stale slanders against Mr. Bryan, myself, 
Senator Sharon, Gov. Stanford, and others, 
which, if true, @o not prove your charge against 
Mr. Bryan. 

I shall not reiterate in kind and quote what 
venal newspapers or even reputable men gay of 
you, because it is not pertinent to the issue. 
The issue is whether you have, unjustly and 
without proof, assailed the character of Mr. 
Bryan. You cannot avoid that Issue by pretending 
that you only repeated a falsehood ‘shich some- 
body else originated. Do you not ‘ear the re- 
peating of a faleehood and attributing it to irre- 
sponsible parties will impair your tnfluence in 
favor of the cause you are advocating? You must 
remember, my dear Senator, that there is a 
sense of public justice which is outraged by 
slander and libel, which you cannot justify by 
claiming you have a right to reneat ft because 
you had not the courage to originate it. If you 
have no OSet agas0h M..biyel,” wha Siw’ fave 
ThréSay virtually admitted by cing irrevelant, 
incompetent hearsay to prove your charge, your 
sianders will be harmless so far as he is con- 
cerned; but can you afford to be published to the 
world as a peddier of slanders vhich you cannot 
prove? If you have any frienis who sup 
you were both honest and brave, they will be 
sorely disappointed if you fall to frankly avow 
your error and retract your slanders or prove the 
truth of your charges which I have quoted above. 


Senator Thurston is something of a letter 
writer himself, so it is reasonable to expect 
from him an early reply.

BLUNDER MADE AT THE HOSPITAL. 


While Birdsall Lived, Another Man's 
Body Was Sent Home as His. 


Notwithstanding the closest secrecy im- 
posed on every person connected with Gouv- 
erneur Hospital, a queer blunder, which 
may result in damage suits, was brought 
to light yesterday. 

Through an error on the part of the hos- 
pital officials a poor woman was called on 
to defray in part the expenses of the fu- 
neral of a man supposed to be her brother. 

The brother, it turns out, is still alive. 
He is Charles Birdsall, who lives in South 
Third Street, near Berry Street, Brooklyn, 
and is employed in the feed and grain 
store of D. McNamara, at 23 Pitts Street. 

While delivering grain Tuesday night at 
the premises of Solomon Alter, 11 Mont- 
gomery Street, he was overcome by heat. 
He was picked up in an unconscious condi- 
tion and taken to Gouverneur Hospital. The 
doctors said he would die before morning. 

His employer sent a man to the hospital 
late that night and he was informed that 
Birdsall was dead. Mr. McNamara sent 
word to Birdsall’s sister, in Brooklyn, of 
her brother’s death, and there was great 
sorrow in the household. The neighbors 
pasoumtes in the house to offer their condo- 
ence.. 

Candles were procured and a local un- 
dertaker was instructed to procure a coffin 
and go after the body. At ihe hospital th 
undertaker stated his errand, and a 
covered with a sheet was produced and 
placed in the wagon. 

The body was carried across the ferry and 
taken to the house, where, it is said, there 
was a wild scene of eo ree when the 
sheet was pulled back and it was found 
that the y was not that of Birdsall. 

The corpse was taken back to Gouverneur 
Hospital and the doctors then realized their 
mistake. The information, however, that 
Birdsall was dead had been given out and 
his name was published among those who 
had died from the effects of the heat. 

When Birdsall's sister learned that he 
was alive, she went to the h ital, and, 
goins to his bedside, said: ‘Oh, Charile, 

thought you were dead.”’

Makes a Few Corrections in His Mad- 
inom Square Speech, and Says He 
Will Make a Denial of Senator 
Thurstoa’s Charge that He Has 
Been in the Employ of the Bonan- 
sa Kings—A Speech at Pough- 
keepsaie. 


Uprrger RED Hook, N. Y., Aug. 17.—Here 
in this ttle Dutchess County village, six 
miles from the nearest station on the New

whirl of politics, William J. Bryan has 
established himself for a week or ten days 
of quiet to enable him to compose his letter 
of acceptance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan are the guests of 
Mr. and Mrs. B. C. Perrine. Mrs. Perrine 
was Mrs. Bryan's teacher at the Female 
Academy in Jacksonville, llk, the town 
where the Democratic candidate also re- 
ceived the principal part of his education. 

The Perrine residence is a pretty frame 
structure, right in the village and adjacent 
to the general store kept by the nominee’s 
host. 

Upper Red Hook feels flattered by the 
presence of a candidate for the Presidency, 
and to-night there was an outpouring of 
citizens from this place and neighboring 
villages to give him a welcome. Party 
lines were not drawn in the reception 
given for Mr. and Mrs. Bryan by Mr. and 
Mrs. Perrine, and there were many Repub- 
licans at the gathering.

HEALTH OFFILER Dul¥ RL TURNS. 


He Appointed Depsties in Cuba—Pre- 
cautions Against infection. 


Health Officer Dr. Alvah H. Doty re- 
turned yesterday from his brief trip to 
Cuba, where he went to make @ personal in- 
spection of the conditions prevailing there, 
to upprint resident depu.ies, and to secure 
the co-operation of the local health au- 
thorities, with a view to securing greater 
immunity for New-York from the danger 
of infection from vessels and passengers 
from Cuba. 

It was his intention to visit the south 
side of the island, byt he found that im- 
possible on account of the interference on 
the part of the insurgents with the rail- 
road service. 

“ Havana is in an awful state,” he said 
yesterday. “During the last two weeks 
there were 300 new cases of yellow fever, 
and in the last seven days 100 persons have 
succumbed. 

“There is. no attempt made to properly 
sewer the city. I noticed while 1 was there 
that by simply cutting through a narrow 
strip of land, and dredging a channel, the 
city’s refuse could be carried to the Gulf 
Strea: and far out to sea. 
pf really too bad that the lack of 
sanitary precautions prevents Havana from 
belng a remarkably fine city.” 

Dr. Doty said that sewage was visible 
to the eye about the streets. What the 
condition was in the towns of the south 
side of the island he was unable to learn. 
He succeeded in arranging for resident phy- 
sicilans in Cienfuegos and Santiago, who 
will make reports to him every ten days, 
and one at Havana, who will report 
weekly. 

Sma.lpox, he sakl, was carried into the 
island by the soldiers arriving from Spain 
in transports. One thing the doctor no- 
ticed, which he considered sufficient reason 
for observing extreme precaution, was the 
fact that sewers empty in some cases under 
docks and against the sides of vessels 
coming here. 

In view of his inability to obtain accu- 
Tate information regarding the conditions 


prevailing on the south side of Cuba, pas- | 


sengers coming from ports in that part of 
the island will be subjected to a quaran- 
tine of fourteen days, including time of 
passage. 

Dr. Doty met Gen. Lee, the United States 
Consul at Havana. The General is highly 
esteemed in Havana, the doctor says, and 
he receives great consideration from Capt. 
Gen. Weyler, due partly to his being a mil- 
itary man. 

One has little idea here, the dodtor said, 
of the responsibility that falls upon our 
Consul General.

INDEFINITE INSTRUCTIONS CAUSE 


A COSTLY MISTAKE. 


The Allan Went Right and Won the 
Prise—Meteor Lest Her Bowsprit 
and Topmast While Trying to 
Pass the Satanita—Ailsa’s Good 
Race in the Cowes Town Regatta 
~Britamnia Beaten by Allsa for 
the Meteor Shield. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Giascow, Aug. 8-—The Royal Yacht 
Squadron is pursuing s reputation for 
bungied regattas with unerring industry. On 
the 4th, in a good breeze of northwest wind, 
the first-class cutters raced for £100, and 
the starters were Meteor, Britannia, Sata- 


nita, and Caress. The Regatta Committee 
of the Royal Squadron very carefully an- 
nounces on its ;eogramme that the yachts 
racing under the club’s flag will be handi- 
capped by the committee, “from which 
there js no appeal.”” None of our other yacat 
clubs announces the same insolent intima- 
tion, and the yacht owners who race under 
it only explain that they do not seem to 
object to this arrogance. The Prince of 
Wales is the Commodore of the squadron, 
ang how he allows himself to be dragged 
about by the club is the occasion of much 
remark. 

In the start, Ailsa got over the line too 
soon and was recalled, which let Cares- 
through first, with Satanita, Meteor, an 
Britannia last. With the northerly breeze. 
it was a broad reach along the north o: 
northeast coast of the Ish of Wight out to 
the Warner Light, and with Satanita’s ex- 
tra ten Jeet load water line she reached 
away to the front with a fine lead. At th: 
Warner it was a jibe with booms sent ove: 
from starboard to port. it was a close 
fetch back over the same course to Cowes. 
and off Osborne Castle Satanita had a leav 
of nearly two minutes. Meteor was bein; 
sailed hard to pass Satanita, and looke. 
like doing it when the gammon iron, or 
bowsprit cranse, on the stemhead burs 
and bowsprit carried away. The top 
mast went over the side, carrying the 
topsail with it, and Meteor was a prope: 
wreck. Meteor had burst the gammon iron 
at the Swansea regatta, and the cutter was 
taken away to Soutaampton for repairs, bu 
Southampton was not equal to welding a 
better cranse than could be made in the 
Clyde. The cutter was taken this time t 
Portsmouth to give the yacht builders there 
@ trial and replace the bowsprit and toy 
mast. 

Off Cowes a large Gagboat was moored, 
but the instructions of the squadron, like 
the usual instructions of the squadron, wer: 
so incomprehensible that when Satanita, 
Alisa, Britannia, and Caress finished the 
first turn it was discovered that Satanita, 
Britannia, and Caress had passed the Cowes 
flagboat on the wrong side, and were in 
Consequence disqualified. Ailsa was a!!owed 
to go on and finish the second turn. There 
was doubt if she had passed the flagboat 
on the right side and doubt as to whether 
she had won the 100 sovereigns or not. As 
may be imagined, the crews of the racing 
boats were profuse in their blessings of the 
squadron.

USES OF TECTORIUM IN EUROPE. 





A Waleuable Substance That Has Net 
Yet Come inte General Use. 


WasHinoctox, Aug. 17.—Among the p3- 
pers contained in the August volume of 
Consular reports issued by the State De- 
partment is one on the “ Use of Tectorium 
in Europe,” comprising answers from sev- 
eral Consuls to the department’s request 
for information on the subject. 

Tectorium consists of a galvanized iron 
web covered with a gelatinous substance, 
and is translucent, but not transparent. It 
is described by a manufacturer as a sub- 
stance that (1) can be bent witout being 
broken; (2) is both tough arid flexible; @) 
is not softened by the rays of the sun; (4) 
1s non-soluble; ©) is not affected by severe 
cold; (6) Is a bad conductor of heat; (7) is 
well adapted for roofs, on account of its 
extreme lightness; (8) when exposed to the 
gun it loses its original yellowish color in 
time and becomes harder a*4 more durable; 
9) can be made, by a very cheap process, 
to imitate stained glass in such manner 
that it cannot be distinguished from the gen- 
uine articie; (10) can be cut by shears,
